The political situation is very clevei-ly 


diagnosed by the San Francisco Bulle 
tin ia the annexed editorial: 


If straws show which way the wind is 


blowing, it is certain thut the political 
straws do not show that the wind is 
Wowing iu favor of Iho present Admin- 
istration. There fire 
fesv indications 


that its power ia to be perpetuated au- 
olher four vaars. The Independent Re- 
publicans and the Mugwumps who ar 
guod four years ago that a ch-iuge was 
desirable, have seen the chauge and 
have taken account of the results. 
Now, 


that tbe novelty of the change ia gone 
there does not appear to be much left. 
Some of these, nnd not a few by-the- 
wtiy, are falling into line with the Re- 
publicans, declaring that they will sup- 
port that party for what it has beeu and 
what it will yet bo. It will be alt thcU 
it ever was. It hits not lo.>t anything. 
It is not where heard in ttiB opposite 
ranka that the Democratic party is to 
ba supported for what it has been. 
There is profound silence on that pomt. 
It cannot claim support for what it was 
in the days when the existence of the 
Union was made an issue; nor m the 
days when the Buchanan Administra- 
tion was iu power. It cannot be sup- 
ported because the preswnt Administra- 
tion has wrought any beneficial change, 
for it has wrought none. There has 
been conflict, a great deal of political 
wrangling, anxiety', distrust, and dis- 
turbance all along the grenl industrial 
lines of the country. 
One element 


that supports the present Administra- 
tion declares /or I'roe Trade, und nn- 
othor declares that tue aim is short of 
tbat, while all the o! I stagers of the 
party agree that the ultimate aim is to 
root out the Protection 
system and 


scatter it to the wind". 


The workingmen, the bone anil sinew 


of the country, are not falling into line 
with the party having these uiins. They 
understand well enough that a low 
tariff or none at all, means low wngto. 
There is no getting round that proposi- 
tion. All the sugar-coating will not 
make it acceptable. The present Ad- 
ministration has menaced all the wage- 
earners of the land. 
Great prospective 


manufacturing enterprises aro held in 
abeyance until the question in settled. 
Why should there be any question at all 
involving the prosperity of this great 
industrial army? It has been said that 
it was a bold proposition on the part of 
the President and his advisers. 
Is 


there any merit in that? Is it u good 
thing to disturb the great industries of 
the country—to create anxiety and dis- 
trust, to shorten production and reduce 
labor by a menace? Yet that is one 
of the changes which has been initiated 
by the Cleveland Administration. 
It is 


becoming clearer every day that the 
change, real and prospective, is not ac- 
ceptable to the country. If anything 
can. be gathered from the reports thut 
come in from all quarters, the industrial 
forces aro turning away from suuh a 
proposition with 
decided 
aversion. 


There is a feeling of insecurity. 
Whtit 


would be the outcome if the policy of 
the present Administration could bo 
carried onl? It would bring nothing 
but loss to the producing classes. 


The present Administration has boon 


in power for more than three years. 
It 


cauie in witli u profusion of promised. 
There were to be any number of re- 
forms. The whole country was to waUo 
up to the value of these. Is iust.ibilily, 
agitation, conflict, tbe menace of indus- 
trial interests, a roforin? The Repub- 
licans had a settled policy. 
The couu- 


try prospered under it. There was u 
well-defined system. The central fact of 
that system was protection to American 
industries. The Democratic party came 
into power by a mere scratch, and im- 
mediately began to antagonize that sys- 
tem. It has been three years about Iho 
business, and it has had a majority in 
the Lower House for two years or mote 
to help on the work. It was settled at 
the outset that something novel must be 
done. 
The Admistration must rm ut- 


terly unlike a Republican Administra- 
tion. 
It has been. All Independent 


Republicans, all those who went wrong 
for the sake of change, are called as wit- 
nesses that the Administration is unlike 
any that the country has known for 
more than a quarter of a century, on is 
likely to know for a quarter of a century 
to come. There has been conflict with- 
out beneficial action, agitation destroy- 
ing a sense of security, a negative policy 
which refuses assent to river and harbor 
improvements, and to that system of 
protection which has done so much to 
develop the great industries of the coun- 
try. 
The term o( the present Adminis- 


tration is drawing to a close. Tbe prom- 
ises made at tbe or.tset are placed along- 
side of the results. It is sepn tbut there 
is a beggarly account of the latter. 


The position of the Republican party 


is by far the better to-day. 
It has the 


record of what it has been, and tbe rec- 
ord that it stands by the very principles 
that it maintained white in power. 
It 


has no shifty policy. 
It ha* gone 


squarely into the field, putting a positive 
Astern agaiust a negative one. 
From 


the day it selected its candidate for the 
Presidency it has been grossing iufuvor. 
Ita candidate has been growing. Tboro 
are constant accessions of strength from 
those who voted tor the change four 
years iigo, and who h-ive hud enough of 


that experiment. 
For one detection 


from the ranks of the Republicans, five 
will be noted in just the opposite dl 
rection.

Arc tbe AttaeJUa o.i : hum Prompted 


by Itfiioruuco or Mailer. 


"Vindex" contributes the subjoined 


truthful article to tho Sau Francisco 
Alta: 


To the Editors of the Alta: The at- 


tempts of coruuii newspapers to excite 
public indignation ngnios't the Federal 
judges of this Stute, iu consequence of 
their alleged pro-Chinese opinions and 
misconstruction of the 
laws, deserve 


the censure of every right-minded man 
in the community. Whether these at- 
tacks are prompted by ignorance, malice 
or prejudice, they are disgraceful to 
those who make them, unjust to those 
against whom they are made, outrages 
on truth, and an insult to the intelli- 
gence of the people. These reckless 
and groundless charges have beeu made 
indiscriminately against all tho Federal 
judges resident here, but chiefly against 
Judge Sawyer. As it is difficult to un- 
derstand on what grounds they have 
been made, it may be of interest to 
those who have been misled to glance 
briefly at the provisions of law with re- 
gard to the Chinese who left the United 
States before and since the passage of 
the Acts of 1882 and 1884, and to the 
views held by Judge Sawyer in his 
judicial construction of these acts. 


Prior to the passage of these laws 


there was no restriction on the immi- 
gration of the Chinese into thia country. 
In the Acts of, 1882 and 1884 there was 
a provision requiring the Chinese who 
had come to this country and who had 
left it to have u prescribed cattificnto to 
that effect before they should be read- 
mitted. 
Judge Field held that this 


requirement 
of a certificate of prior 


residence applied to all Chinese who 
sought readmission, whether they left 
before or after the passage of the Acts. 
Judge Sawyer was of the opinion that 
this requirement applied only to those 
who sought readmission subsequent to 
their passage, for if it applied to those 
who left here before their passage and 
returned, it would have been impossible 
for them to comply with a law which 
did not exist at the time of their de- 
parture. He, therefore, held that satis- 
factory parole evidence of prior resi- 
dence was all that was necessary in 
such cases, and the Supreme Court oi 
the United States sustained bis views. 
In his opinion he used the following 
languaRe: "Neither tho treaty nor tho 
law prescribed any limitation as to the 
time when those who departed before 
May G, 1882, should return. It would, 
doubtless, bo propir lor Congress to 
provide that tho right both of those who 
departed without oprtificntes before the 
passage of the Aat, and those who de- 
part after its passage with certificates, 
shall exercise their rifjht 
to return 


within soina speaified titue, upon giving 
them a reasonable timo to return after 
tho passage of the Act, before it should 
bu enforced ngainst those already gone 
im'ler prior existing laws. Such a pro- 
vition would doubtless be reasonable 
\vithiu the provisions of the treaty, 
and not in conflict with its provisions." 
See Sawj'or's Reports, p. 385. 


Hod such a provision bean adopted it 


would, doubtless, havs obviated tbe diffi- 
culty that has arisen. 


A^ain, soon after the decision relpivd 


to, all the Fuder.U judges, with the • lite 
Senator Miller, all thu then nieujb-1'* < f 
Congress from the State, und Bonutor 
Fair, met at the Palace Hotel in this 
city to devise means to prevent the fur- 
ther immigration of Chinese. 
After full 


discussion it was determined to adopt 
the suggestion made by Judge bawyer 
iu the foregoing extract, and a bill was 
accordingly drawn to that effect. 
This 


bill wa« introduced in the House of Re- 
presentatives by Mr. Morrow and sup- 
poited by him nnd all his associates. Of 
this bill, Senator Stewart, m his speech 
iu the Seuatp, on the 7th inst., said: 
"Mr. Morrow introduced another bill, 
which was most stringent in its t revis- 
ions and calculated to meet and ihwart 
the various tricks of the Chinese and 
thpir accomplices. 
A copy of this bill 


was introduced in the Senate by Mr. 
Fair, a Democratic Senator from Nevada. 


* 
* * This bill was entirely satis- 


factory to the Pacific Coast." Senator 
Stewart also said that, in reference to 
the bill, Senator Sherman made the fol- 
lowing observation: "The bill is mainly 
the work, as I am advised by tbe Sena- 
tor who introduced it (Mr. Fair), of the 
throa United States Judges on the Paci- 
fic Coast whoso duty it has been to ad- 
minister the law." It passed tho Sou- 
ate, but Mr. Stewart remarks: "The 
bill was referred m tho House to the 
Committee on 'Foreign Affairs' and was 
never reported. It is understood that 
the committee regarded it as being iu 
conflict with tho treaty of 1880; for im- 
mediately thereafter tho Administration 
opened negotiations with the Chinese 
Government for a new treaty."
